BONN, Oct. 5.—West Germany's 
two governing political parties 
formally agreed today to continue 
their coalition despite the severe 
setback they suffered in Sunday's 
national election. 

In separate interviews, Wily 
Brandt, chairman of the Social

Dietrich Genscher of the Free 
Cemocratic party advised Presi- 
cent Walter Scheel that they 
were prepared to work together 
again when the new Bundestag 
(parliament) organizes for a new 
four-year term on Dec. 14. 

Their announcements assure 
that Chancellor Helmat Schmidt 
will be re-elected by the Bun- 
destag. Under the Constitution, 
Mr. Scheel, an FDP member who 
was elected Preskient in 1974 with 
the support of the SPD, is requir- 
ed to call on the leader who can 
command a Bundestag majority 
to be chancellor. 

Mr. Schmidt will be able to 
count on the 221 SPD and 31 
FDP members to provitie an eight- 
seat majority in the 4s6seat 
Bundestag. His previous majority 
was 46 seats.

The announcements ended the 
hopes of Helmut Kohl, chairman 
of the Christian Democratic 
Union, of persuading the FDP to 
switch sides to form 8 liberal- 
conservative coalition.

PHOENIX, Ariz, Oct. 5 (NYT). 
—Sighteen reporters from 15 
newspapers bave begun 2n un- 
usual experiment in group jour- 
halism—an investigation of crime 
and corruption in Arizona, the 
nation's fastest-growing state. 

Motivated by the fatal bomb- 
ing on June of Don Bolles, 2 re- 
porter for the Arizona Republic. 
the 17 men and one woman will 
spend periods ranging from a 
week to three months invectigat- 
ing what other reporters have 
earlier defined as a pervasive pat- 
tern of white collar crime that 
in many cases appears to be aid- 
ed and abetted by persons of 
wealth, political power and in- 
fluence. 

“There is obviously an atmo- 
sphere in this state where some 
persons, or group of persons, felt 
the murder of ἃ reporter was a 
reasonable and appropriate re- 
sponse to the work he was doing,” 
said Robert Greene, the Suffolk 
County editor of Newsday, a Long 
Island newspaper, who is the 
leader of the investigative team. 

“We're trying to examine this 
milieu, especially as it involves 
the role of organized crime, land 
fraud and poesibly political cor- 
ruption; we think it is a reason- 
able and logical response to the 
assassination of a reporter, keep- 
ing in mind that we havent had 
8 reporter killed while doing his 


job for a long, long time: not 
even in Chicago did they [crim- 
inals] feel it was appropriate to 
ἘΠῚ α reporter,” Mr. Greene said.

Executions Probable After 9-Year Lapse 


U.S. High Court Fails to Ban Death Penalty 


By John P. MacKenzie 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (WP).— 
The Supreme Court refused yes- 
terday to reconsider its July 2 
decision upholding the desth 
penalty for murder, thereby 
bringing one step nearer the 
resumption of executions in the 
United States. 

The last execution in this 
country was on June 2, 1967. 

At the same time the court 
agreed to decide whether capital 
punishment is constitutional for 
the crime of rape or whether, as 
opponents of the death penalty 
argue, society has “repudiated” 
the extreme penalty except where 
a life has been taken. 

The court held in July that 
execution is “an extreme sanc- 
tion, suitable for the most ex- 
treme of crimes,” but reserved 
judgment on the laws of a hand- 
ful of states retaining capital 
punishment for rape, kidnapping 
and armed robbery. 

Denial of a rehearing in cases 
from Georgia, Florida and Texas 
meant that the courts of those 
states will soon receive formal 
notice that the Supreme Court 
has upheld death-penalty laws 
there. State officials then will 
establish procedures for setting 
execution dates, dealing with 
Pleas for reduction of sentence, 
handling clemency appeals to 
state governors and numerous 
other steps. There are 165 in- 
mates on death row in the three 
states.

The vote in July was 
7 to 2 that the death penalty 
was not inherently a “cruel and 
unusual punishment” in violation 
of the Eighth Amendment of the 
Constitutian and that the three 
states had enacted reasonable 
laws to determine which murder 
defendants should live or die. 
Three justices vould have had 
to switch sides to bring about a 
change, and such switching rare- 
ly occurs in the high court.

China A-Fallout 
Detected in U.S. 


HARRISBURG, Pa. Oct. 5 
{AP).—A Chinese nuclear bomb 
test has produced low-level radio- 
active fallout in portions of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, officials said today. 

Pennsylvania health authorities 
sald the Sept. 26 nuclear test 
Produced fallout “in significant 
quantities," but the only safety 
precaution they recommended 
was that Pennsylvania residents 
wash garden vegetables and fruit 
carefully before eating them.

White British and American representa- 
tives travel about southern Africa, seeking 
to set up direct negotiations between the 
blacks and whites of Rhodesia, they are 
haunted by echoes of the dispute over who 
said what to whom during Dr, Kissinger’s 
mission there--which resnited in white 
Rhodesia’s acceptance of nrajority rule after 
two years.

DACCA, Oct. 5 (NYT).—Abdul 
Kabn was exhausted—as he is a 
good part of the time. 

“It’s toward the end of the day, 
when my legs begin to hurt, that 
it gets to me,” he explained with 
a: weary sigh as be parked his 
bicycle rickshaw in a patch of 
shade and mopped his forehead 
with an old yellow towel. 

“But then I look at others 
around me, end 1 realize I'm not 
badly off.” 

Mr, Kahn is one of an estimat- 
ed 30,000 men who earn their liv- 
ing pedaling passengers around 
this steamy city for about 5 cents 
8 mile, 

Their three-wheeled vehicles, 
although properly known as pedi- 
cabs, are universally called rick- 
shaws, and the drivers are called 
rickshaw-wallahs, with the addi- 
tion of the Hindi suffix, wailah, 
meaning agent or operator.

Although they are ubiquitous 
in this part of the world, the 
rickshaw-wallahs are increasingly 
the focus of controversy.

“Of course, it wou'd be better 
if I owned the rickshaw myself.” 
he said, speaking in Pengall, but 
that could cost $200, and “so I 
doubt if I will ever save enough.” 


Briton Is Jailed 
In Russia for Bid 
To Smuggle Dope 


MOSCOW, Oct. 5 (Reuters).— 
Briton Dona'd Parkins was sen- 
tenced loday to three years in 8

to smuggle marijuana through 
Moscew to Western Europe.

Chinese-Japanese Relations 
Enter Pericd cf Marked Slump

TOKYO, Oct. 5 (NYT).— 
Chinese-Japanese relations, ham~ 
Fered by adverze economic con- 
ditions, stalled diplomacy, natural 
disasters and internal political 
uncertainties in China and 
Japan, appear to heve entered a 
period of marked inactivity with 
little prospect for immediate 
improvement. 

This aszessment, virtually the 
unanimous view of businessmen, 
diplemats and politicians, is in 
contrast to the trend that char- 
acterized political and economic 
dealings after relations were nor- 
malized four years ago. 

Two-way trade between them 
fell 65 per cent in the first six 
months of th's year to $1.7 biltion. 
Japanese officials termed the 
drop unprecedented in the new 
era of relations with China, 
historically a magnet for Japan's 
attention. The two countries 
foreign ministers have not met 
en thetr Jong-stalled friendship 
treaty for over a year. 

With the death of Mao Tse- 
tung and the resulting political 
Tealignment in China and with 
the politically unstable situation 
of Premier Takeo Miki, any 
dramatic change in stated posi- 
tions seems unlikely for the 
moment. 

The key stumbling block has 
been China's insistence that the 
treaty include a phrase opposing 
hegemony—domination—by any 
one power. namely, the Soviet

During the first six months of 
this year. however, China agreed 
to buy only a fraction of the 
23 ‘million tons of steel it 
bought in the last half of 1975. 
Japanese chemical sales, espe- 
clally of fertilizers, were off 46 
per cent and machinery sales 5.4 
per cent. Japan's purchases of 
Chinese oll, which account for 
half the value of its tmports 
from China, declined almost 22 
per cent to under 8 million tons 
for the year. 


A number of factors are cited 
in accounting for the decline, For 
Japan, some effects of a stubborn 
two-year recession still linger and 
ample oil supplies from elsewhere 
reduced eagerness for high-sulfur 
Chinese fuel. For China, just 
entering its fifth five-year plan, 
the year has been upsetting. be- 
ginning with the death of Chou 
and including internal 
ideolcgical struggle, signs of 
social unrest and severe earth- 
quakes in addition to the death 
of Mao.

Oct, 5 (AP).—U.S. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
cautioned less-developed nations 
today against seeking a “quick 
Tix” to sclve their economic prob- 
lems, 

Addressing the joint annual 
meetings of the International 
Monetary Fund and World Bank, 
Mr. Simen also urged oil-rich 
lands to join the United States 
in emergency measures to ensure 
that World Bank funds for the 
poorest countries do not rum out. 

He said the Ὁ. economy is 
showing 3 “well balanced” recov- 
ery, although he predicted a 
slowdown of economic expansion 
in 1977. Both employment growth 
and unemplcyment will decline 
next year in the United States, 
Mr, Simon predicted, with infla- 
tion expected to run at 5 to 6 per 
cent.

Simon Proposes 
Weekly Auction 
Of IMF's Gold 


MANILA, Oct. 5 (Reuters). 
—US. Treasury Secretary 
William Simon today proposed 
weekiy auctions cf Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund gold as 
8 means of preventing the 
sales from forcing down bul- 
lion prices on world markets. 

The gold auctions, to fi- 
nance a trust fund for devel- 
oping countries, are at present 
being held at intervals of 
from six to eight weeks. 

In an interview, Mr. Simon 
said calls for “flexibility” in 
the IMF's gold sales policy by 
Canada and the Common 
Market might be met by week- 
ly auctions. 

“I believe that people would 
think that would be less dis- 
ruptive to the gold market,” 
he said. 

IMF go'd was sold for $156 
am ounce at the first auction 
im June, compared with only 
8109.40 at the third sale last 
month.

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 5 (IHT).— 
Mexico, one of the largest un- 
derdeveloped country barrowers 
in the Euromarket, Is seeking 
$800 million by way of 3 two- 
tranche Euroloan. 

According to International In- 
sider, the weekly Evromarket re- 
port, the loan will consist of a 
five-year credit carrying a margin 
above the London Zurodollar in- 
terbank rate of 1.5 per cent. The 
other tranche will rum for seven 
years on a ‘spread of 175 per 
cent. 


It is understood that there will

Bank of America, according to 
International Inskler.

There is considerable interest 
in the international financial 
community over the progress of 
this loan, which marks the largest 
ever made by Mexico.
